On May 18, 2015, at 1742 hours, Pico Rivera Station dispatched a call for 


service (Tag 131). The call was voiced over radio dispatch and indicated a 
female , had cut herself with a knife and was bleeding.

irst unit to arrive on the scene was Deputy Stocz. Seconds later, Deputy 
and Sergeant] trived. Sheriff Department personnel 

immediately identified iven information received 
through Pico Rivera’s atched ca as bleeding from what 
appeared to be a self-inflicted stab or slash wound to her neck area. Deputy 
Stocz noticed Patient had a knife in her hand. He immediatel 
positioned his vehicle with approximately twenty feet from Pater MARR- 

imself. Deputy Stocz began to articulate several commands to Patien 
EAN] to no avail, as she continued to walk eastbound on Terradell Street, 
ignoring Deputy Stocz’s commands. 


Deputy personnel on scene described Patient las being covered in 
blood and having “blank” stare on her face. Patient! began to walk up a 
driveway at erradell Street. Deputy Stocz deployed his issued Taser and 
continued to articulate commands to Patient ME She, however, continued 
to disregard all commands given by Deputy Stocz. Deputy Stocz believed 
Patient ceded medical attention immediately for her self-inflicted 
wound. In addition, she was turning to walk toward an occupied residence, so he 
fired the Taser. Patient as hit with the Taser darts in the rear/side 
area of her body. After Patient as struck, she immediately fell and hit 


her head on the ground near the driveway area.

arrived. Patient as transported to Los Angeles County Medical 
Center via ambulance.

On May 19, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeant Mark Lopez responded 
to Los Angeles County Medical Center (LCMC). Sergeant Lopez responded in 
regard to a use of force resulting in a subdural hematoma. Sergeant Lopez's 
attempt to interview Patient MM =- unsuccessful as she was undergoing 
treatment for self-inflicted injuries. Later that evening, she was subsequently 
transferred to Kaiser Hospital in Downey. On May 29, 2015, Sergeant Lopez met 
with Patient [Mbt Kaiser Hospital in Downey. On September 6, 2015, the 
case was reassigned to Sergeant Benjamin Torres.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


There was no criminal men done, nor was Patient HE rested for 


any criminal activity. Patient as placed on a 5150 WIC hold and held 
at Los Angeles County Medical Center for evaluation and subsequently 
transferred to Kaiser Hospital in Downey. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The scene was illuminated by natural sunlight at the location. The weather was 
clear and cool. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY MICHAEL STOCZ AS] 


On February 25, 2016, Deputy Stocz was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
(IAB) Sergeants Benjamin Torres and Eric Barron. The interview was conducted 
at the IAB office. Representing Deputy Stocz was Sherry Lawrence from the law 
offices of Greene & Shinee. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview, which was digitally recorded and transcribed. 
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On May 18, 2015, Deputy Stocz was assigned to Pico Rivera Station Unit 151A, 
located in the city of Pico Rivera, when he received a dispatch call informing him 
of a suicide attempt on Pico Vista Street, in Pico Rivera. As he drove Code-3 to 
the location, he was followed by Deputy nd Sergeant EE Pico 
Rivera Station Unit 151K had the handle on the call. Deputy Stocz recalled 
telling the handling unit he was responding with a Taser. 


IAB Note: Unit 151K (a two person unit) was the handling unit 
and the unit coordinating the call, however they did 
not witness the incident. 


Prior to Deputy Stocz’s arrival, the call was updated via radio. The dispatcher 
informed the responding deputies that Patient left the location on foot 
and was walking in a westward direction on Terradell Street. In addition, it was 
voiced that Patient EE sed a knife to inflict wounds on herself and was 
covered in blood. Deputy Stocz was en route to the area when he encountered 
Patient walking on Terradell Street. He stopped his patrol car 40-50 
feet from Patient land exited the car. Deputy Stocz took a standing 
position, at the door of his patrol vehicle, and gave Pati commands 
to “drop the knife.” Deputy Stocz could see Patien as well as, a knife 
in her hand. The weather was clear and it was still daylight. 


Patient did not respond to Deputy Stocz’s commands. He described 
Patient las being covered from head to toe in blood and staring in his 
direction with no response. Patient ontinued to walk toward Deputy 


Stocz with the knife in her hand. Deputy Stocz continued to articulate the 
command to drop the knife and repeatedly stated, “We are here to help you.” 


Deputy M- Sergeant M rive at the scene, seconds after Deputy 
Stocz. They immediately took positions behind him. Deputy Stocz held his 


Taser in his hand, as he left the driver's door area and walked to the front of his 
patrol car. To ensure Patient s able to hear and see him, Deputy 
Stocz positioned himself approximately 20 feet from Patient As she 
realized his position, she stepped toward Deputy Stocz. He stepped to his right, 
as not to allow Patient RMN o get to close to him. He recalled Patient 

as crying and yelling incoherent statements. Patien rnc c 
and began walking south toward a residence (not her own) 


Patient e S in possession of the knife, began walking toward the 
residence at] erradell Street. Due to the lights, sirens, and commotion 
going on in the street, people gathered along the street to watch. Two or three 
people were standing on the front yard of the residence Patient Eas 
walking toward. When Patient cached the driveway portion of that 
residence, Deputy Stocz continued giving commands to drop the knife. Deputy 
Stocz warned Patient Bnc the other assisting units that he was going to 
deploy the Taser. Deputy Stocz yelled, “Taser, Taser.” 
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Deputy Stocz fired the Taser at Patien rear/side of her body and 
cycled it for five seconds. Patient fell on the apron area of the 


driveway consisting_of grass and concrete. However, Deputy Stocz could not 
recall were Patient! head landed. Sergeant Mend Deputy 
HE t00k control of Patient rms, giving ma Stocz the 


opportunity to remove tl ife from her hand. Patient as then 
handcuffed by Sergean She became more coherent after being 
handcuffed and seemed to calm down. She was observed by the deputies to be 
more complacent and willing to follow all given instructions. 


Deputy Stocz said he deployed the Taser due to the totality of the circumstances. 
Patien EEE vas holding a knife; she had inflicted injuries to herself; and 
was not responding to commands. In addition, she was a danger to herself and 
others. He felt the Taser was the best option to end the situation ensuring no 
one else could potentially become injured, or be killed. Deputy Stocz believed 
the incident, including the use of the Taser, occurred rather quickly. He felt his 
use of the Taser was reasonable and consistent with his department training. 


Immediately after using the Taser, Deputy Stocz assessed Patient 
injuries and observed blood coming from the stab wound. The blood

(IAB) Sergeant Mark Lopez. The interview was conducted at Kaiser Hospital in 
Downey. The following narrative is a summary of the interview, which was 
digitally recorded and transcribed.

She was unable to recall the events occurring on May 18, . Her doctor 


informed her that she had experienced two brain aneurysms, er M three 


days before May 18, 2015. Leading up to the force incident, Patient 
remembered acting strange and not feeling like herself. She had no sense oi 
time, date, or anything of that nature. Pat on a hac taken heart 
medication prior to the incident on May 18, 2015, and felt that might have been a 
contributing factor to her behavior. She denied taking any illegal narcotics. Prior 
to that, she had no medical issues and was feeling fine. 


Patient [continued to describe her actions leading up to May 18, 2015. 

She recalled urinating in her bed while wearing her pajamas. She was feeling 

scared and remembers sitting in a chair in the bedroom for three days. Patient 
did not understand what was happening to her leading up to May 18, 
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2015. Patient EE vas asked if she remembered walking outside carrying 
a knife, injuring herself or coming into contact with the deputies. To all questions 
she replied, “No.” Patient ac not remember anything as it pertained to 
deputy personnel. She vaguely remembered staring at a fireman the day of the 
incident, which calmed her down. 


Patient Ms omehow knew she caused the injury to her neck. She 
expressed that she did not intend to hurt herself. She apologized to the deputies 
for her actions. She declined to sign a medical release form.
